Loxpox, Oct. 14.—The funeral of 
Mrs. Catherine Booth, wife of General 
Booth, who is known as the ‘‘Mother 
of the Salvation Army,“ took place 
to-day and was made the occasion for 
a great demonstration by that organiz- 
ation. The weather was exceedingly 
disagreeable ; a murky fog enveloped 
the city, but despite this, thousands 
of persons assembled in the streets to 
witness the funeral proceession. 

The route from the Thames em- 
bankment, where the army mustered 
to Abney Park Cemetery, where the 
remains were interred, lay through 
the densely populated district of Stoke 
Newington. The entire route was 
lined with dense crowds and the win- 
dows of the houses were thronged. 
All railways entering London ran ex- 
cursions tiains, and the throng in the 
city was augmented by immense num- 
bers of Salvationists and friends from 
the provinces. There was also a large 
attendance from foreign countiries. 

The army was attired in uniforms, 
wearing their white badges of mourn- 
ing, which were everywhere conspicu- 
ous. The crowd surpassed in num- 
berg that which gathered to witness 
the show of Lord Mayor’s day. The 
demonstration was a convincing prooi 
that the Salvation Army wields a pow- 
erful influence throughout the country.

Destructive Prairie Fires.

Fando (N. D.), Oct 14.—T. S. San- 
derhill, one of the Railroad Commis- 
sioner of North Dakota, who resides at 
Antelope, west of the Missouri river, 
reports a deplorable condition of 
affairs among the ranchmen iu his 
district, resulting from the reeent 
almost unprecedented prairie fires. 

Between Hart and Cannon Ball 
rivers aud in the valleys of both the 
destruction has been almost complete. 
Nothing is left for stock to live upon.

LESSON IN PRONUNCIATION. 


Words That Are Frequently Mispro- 
nounced Even by Educated Peopie. 

There are in our English at the least 
three or four thousand words that are 
frequently mispronounced. Some of 
these, writes Alfred Ayres in the New 
York Times, are the following: 

Aba-tis. Not a-ba-tis. That has been 
‘done for this word that should be done, 
as soon as practicable, for all foreign 
words that we use. It has been fully 
anglicized. The more English we make 
our English the better English it is. 

Ab-do-men. There is no authority, ex- 
cept popular usage, for accenting the 
first syllable of this word. 

Ab-dom-i-nal. The o short as in don. 

Ab-er-crom-by. The o of this proper 
name is not the o of con, but the oof 
come. 

Ab-ject. Not ab-ject. 

Ab-ject-ness. 

Ab-ject-ly. 

Ab-so-lute. Not absoloot, as is often 
pronounced by the careless. 

Absolve. There is good authority for’ 
sounding the « of this word like z, but 
this is hardly in accordance with the 
best usage. 

Absorb. The z-sound of s in this word 
should be carefully avoided. 

Ab-stract-ly. Not ab-sfract-ly. 

Ab-struse. The u of this word has 
the sound of long oo. This is the 
rule: U preceded by r or the sound of 
sh or zh, in the same syllable, often is 
sounded like long oo, as in rude, rumor, 
rnle, sure, issue. 

A-by-dos. Not Ab-y-dos. 

Ac-a-de-mi-an. 

Accent. When a noun, the first, when 
a verb the second, is the accented syl- 
lable. We accenta syllable with an de- 
cent. 

Acceptable. In Walker's time this 
word was accented on the first syllable 
by the majority of the better speakers. 

Access. It is more in accordance with 
the best current usage to accent the first 
rather than the second syllable of this 
word, Webster to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Ac-ces-so-ry. Ease of utterance has 
shifted the accent from the first to the 
second syllable, where it will remain. 

Ac-cli-mate. For the pronunciation 
that accents the first syllable there is no 
authority. 

Accrue. Here is another word in 
which the u has the sound of long oo. 

Acetate. The a long, as in fate. 

Acoustics. All our dictionaries pro- 
nounce the ou of this word ow, while 
nearly the whole English-speaking 
world, so far as the writer's observation 
goes, pronounce it like long o.. Many 
persons thus pronounce it, knowing that 
the authorities are against them. Squalor 
is another word treated in like manner. 
A-kows-tics is certainly not pleasing to 
the ear.

major. 

A-cu-men. Not ak-u-men. 

Ad-ap-ta-tion. 

Address. Both noun and verb are now 
commonly accented on the second sylla- 
bie. 

Adduce. When, in the same syllable, 
long u is preceded by one of the con- 
sonants d., t, i, u, & or th, it 18 not easy 
to introduce the sound of y; hence care- 
less speakers omit it, pronouncing duty, 
dooty; tune, toon; lute, loot; nuisance, 
noosance, etc. And yet to make the u 
in these words as clear and perfect as in 
mute, cute, etc.,; is over-nice and conse- 
quently smacks of pedantry. The two 
extremes should be avoided with equal 
care. 

A-dept. Not ad-ept. ° 

Adhesive. Do not pronounce the - 
like e. 

Adipose. Do not prononuce the = 
like 2. 

Ad-jec-ttval. There is abundant au- 
thority for accenting the first syllable, 
but it is to be hoped that no ene will be 
inclined to follow it. 

Ad-jec-tive-ly. 

Ad-mi-ra-ble; ad-mi-ra-bly. 

Ad-mi-ral-ty. The firstand not the 
third is the accented syllable. 

A-do-nis. 

Adobe. Three syllables—ah-do-be.

The second a of this word 
should be sounded broader than the a in 
man, van, fat, ete., and not so broad as 
in father. 

At the beginning of this century 
words in which this so-called intermedi- 
ate a occurs were generally pronounced 
with the full, broad Italian a, as in 
father, which by the exquisites was not 
infrequently exaggerated. This Walker 
undertook to change, and to that end 
marked the a of this class of words 
short, like the à in and, man, at, etc. 
The innovation met with only partial 
success. Now, there is a general dispo- 
sition to unite in some intermediate 
sound between the broad a in father, 
which is very rarely, and the shorta in 
can, which is very frequently heard in 
this country. A few of the words in 
which this d now receives this inter- 
meciate sound are: After, alas, answer, 
ant, bask, basket, branch, brass, cask, 
cast, chance, class, craft, dance, draft, 
enchant, example, fast, flask, gasp, 
glance, glass, grass, lance, last, mask, 
mastiff, nasty, pass, past, pastor, plas- 
ter, shaft, staff, task, vast, watt.

Moral Reform in China. 

The moral reformer of China is the 
„Provincial Treasurer of Soochow.” He 
has issued a proclamation commanding 
managers of theaters in Shanghai to de- 
sist from the representation of immoral 
plays. Restaurants and other places of 
public interest must discontinue em- 
ploying female performers. ‘Immoral 
plays,” the Provincial Treasurer says, 
“excite the female mind, and sometimes 
lead women to imitate the wicked ac- 
tions portrayed on the stage.” Because 
theaters ‘‘have been established so long 
that it would be impossible to wean the 
public mind from them so far as to per- 
mit of abolishing them,” all that can be 
done is to purge them from their sen- 
sational, degrading and licentious“ 
dramas. 


A Peculiar Request.
